NEWS NOT 


PURITY AGAIN. Kurt Stehmann. a 
German writer who came to the U. S. two 
years ago, in this issue gives some detail 
concerning the origin and racing career 
of *Samurai. Wolf Gal's sire. whose off- 
spring are registered “for racing purposes 
only.” His brief comments on the Re- 
mount’s importation of German stock after 
the war are not what Col. Fred L. Hamil- 
ton or The Jockey Club might have writ- 
ten. but perhaps they represent the Ger- 
point of view with a minimum of 
national bias. From beginning to end the 
story is a tangled web of frustration for 
all concerned.

*Samurai was one of the best distance 
runners of the years in Germany. 
Now he has a daughter which runs like 
a Quarter Horse. If Wolf Gal follows the 


war 


indications in her pedigree she will run’ 


considerably farther than a Quarter 
Horse. Then she becomes valuable as a 
broodmare—provided her progeny are per- 
mitted to But if the progeny are 
registered “for racing puposes only.” a 
generation will be missing from the official 
records in the stud book and there will be 
no means of reinstating the following 
generations to “purebred” status. 

The Jockey Club once indicated. in its 
refusal to accept the Remount’s importa- 
tions into the stud book. that the situation 
might be reviewed later. The time is ap- 
proaching when it must make a decision 
as to whether the descendants of these 
horses will ever be admitted to full rank 
as Thoroughbreds. 

One of the principal follies of purebred 
registries is the attempt to seal them off 
genealogically, a policy which puts a pre- 
mium on a factor of small importance and 
ignores the true merit of performance. It 
is only since the last war that France and 
England have recognized officially the 
stupidity of maintaining the supreme im- 
portance of “purity.” The Jockey Club in 
New York is now at the same crossroads 
where France and England took the wrong 
turn in 1913. If it wishes to avoid em- 
barrassment at some future date, it should 
plan now a policy for full recognition or 
else withdraw as quickly as possible the 
privilege of registration for racing pur- 
poses only. Those “racing purposes only” 
are hard to keep in hand. If you let un- 


race, 


registered horses race at all. some of them 
are going to demonstrate that “purity” is 
a big word. full of pomp and circum- 
stance, but altogether empty of genuine 
significance. 


GOLDEN BUBBLES. A reconteur whose 
identity is concealed under the pen-name 
name of Spitfire explains. in a recent 
issue of the Sporting Life (London), how 
he happened to win a bet at Aqueduct. 
He was in the U. S. on a wartime mission 
which entailed considerable — traveling 
along with an “American counterpart.” 
One morning. after spending the night in 
a Cleveland hotel. they had breakfast to- 
gether. and the Britisher sat reading the 
paper—a few minutes too long—while 
his colleague did the checking out. Our 
hero then hurried upstairs for a_ final 
visit to the bathroom. 

“To my amazement. there was a lady 
in the bath. soaping herself vigorously 
under the shower. When she looked up 
and saw me. she screamed the place down. 

“Out into the corridor I legged it like 
billy-ho. but there was no sanctuary there. 
From many bedroom doors people emerged 
to see who was being murdered. or some- 
thing. Any hope of my reaching the lift 
was quickly negatived by a couple of 
burly soldiers. and they looked as formid- 
able as Becher’s Brook must look to 
would-be Grand National winners. 

“Take it easy. mister.” one of them 
said. ‘What here?’ asked the 
other.” 

After a while the house detective ar- 
rived and “things were quickly ironed out, 
to the disappointment of the residents on 
that floor.” 

The next time he got to New York, 
the man from England decided to accept 
the long-standing invitation of his friend 
Joe Donahue to take in a day’s racing. He 
went to Aqueduct, and at Donahue’s sug- 
gestion bet a few dollars on Thrift to 
win, then returned to the stands. Presently 
he was “surprised to hear a feminine 
voice asking me firmly but pleasantly, 
‘Say, mister, would you kindly vacate my 
seat?’” 

“I hurriedly rose and apologized, and 
espied a very attractive young woman in 
the uniform of the U. S. A. Women’s 


goes on 
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Corps. wearing captain’s badges.” 

Mr. Spitfire took a seat immediately 
behind the young lady. who presently in- 
quired as to his betting and informed him 
that Thrift had no chance of beating 
Golden Bubbles. so he went back to the 
tote and “helped myself to Golden Bubbles 
to win.” Golden Bubbles won and Thrift 
was second. 

“After the race | made my way to my 
fair racing informant and thanked her 
for helping me to a very nice winner. 
When I was asked rather directly whether 
I usually accepted racing tips from un- 
known sources I shook my head and re- 
plied: 

“Well. in this instance. it was a rather 
unusual coincidence which prompted me to 
accept your worth-while advice. You see, 
the last time I had the pleasure of meet- 
ing up with your very charming self, you 
were covered with soap bubbles. in a 
bathroom at the Statler, Cleveland. and 
today I thought the name of the horse 
you gave me, Golden Bubbles, might well 
be a happy denouement and it most cer- 
tainly has worked out that way.’ 


“My astonished little lady agreed with 
me that a draft of Golden Bubbles at 
the nearest bar would fittingly celebrate 
a rather nice occasion. It did.” 

Mr. Spitfire remembered his horses 
almost as well as his women. In the third 
race at Aqueduct June 11, 1941, Golden 
Bubble (not plural) beat Thrift a nose, 
paying 8 to 1.

After Straight Face came out of the Everglades 
Handicap in a somewhat mangled condition, he was 
listed as a doubtful starter in Hialeah Park’s $100.- 
000-added Flamingo Stakes. The cuts and_ bruises 
which he had received on three of his legs proved 
to be comparatively superficial, however, and the 
big son of Count Fleet went out to give Greentree 
Stable its third Flamingo win. The pink and black 
had been carried to previous wins by Lightning Bolt 
in 1931 and Stir Up in 1944. In addition, John 
Hay Whitney (who shares ownership of Greentree 
with his sister, Mrs. Charles Shipman Payson) won 
the Flamingo in 1940 with Woof Woof. 

Straight Face was foaled February 25, 1950, at 
Greentree Farm, Lexington, where his dam, Ex- 
pression, produced a colt by Capot on May 2, 1952. 
Expression, winner of the 1944 Arlington Lassie 
Stakes, has a 2-year-old colt by *Blenheim II. 
Lightly raced as a 2-year-old of 1952, Straight 
Face finished the season with wins in the Breeders’ 
Futurity and the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes. 
He won his first start at three by nine lengths, and 
his only other start prior to the Flamingo was in 
the Everglades. George T. Poole, who campaigned 
Straight Face in Kentucky, also saddled him for 
the 14%-mile Flamingo. John M. Gaver, the stable’s 
head trainer, is wintering part of the string at 


Aiken, S. C. 


Starting from post position No. 1, Straight Face 
was hurried into a place just behind the leaders 
in order to avoid the crowd that bumped him 
around in the Everglades. Bennie Green, who rode 
Straight Face in his 2-year-old stakes victories, was 
on Tribe in the Flamingo, and he set out to steal 
the race from his former mount. Grabbing the 
lead soon after the start, Tribe held it to the head 
of the stretch, where Straight Face took command. 

Royal Bay Gem, winner of the Everglades, used 
about the same tactics in the Flamingo as he had 
in the former race. He ran in 14th place for about 
half of the race, and then charged up on the out- 
side, failing by less than two lengths to get to 
the winner. Tribe held on for third, a neck behind 
the runner-up and more than four lengths ahead 
of the rest of the field. Cerise Reine, the only filly 
in the field, finished fourth after forcing the pace 
in the early running. 

The Flamingo’s $116,400 money was the 
third-largest winner’s share race in the 
history of the American Turf, and the largest in 
a 3-year-old race. It raised Straight Face’s total 
earnings to $191,796, and made him the 14th winner 
of as much as $100.000 bred by Greentree Stud.

Like Wolf Gal, winner of the first division of 
the Hialeah Juvenile Stakes, Sweet Cleo was the

Scot Florist Led Gulfstream 
From Bankruptcy to Success 


MIAMI 

Florida’s racing season entered its final 
phase this week as Gulfstream Park, about 
18 miles north of Miami on the main 
highway, launched a meeting studded with 
important stakes, one which is likely to 
prove the most successful in the brief 
annals of the Hallandale course, 

But Gulfstream’s record hasn't always 
been so rosy. The track got off to a bad 
start back in 1939 when it opened for an 
ill-fated. three-day meeting that closed in 
financial disaster. That was when young 
Jack Horning attempted to run in day-by- 
day conflict with the firmly established 
Hialeah Park. 

After a sensational inaugural, when 
racing fans literally tore down the front 
gates in their clamor for admission, Gulf- 
stream fell upon evil days: and, when the 
mutuel bankroll failed to arrive in time 
to open the wagering department, the 
doors were slammed tight, and for several 


years the track languished in the halls of 


bankruptey court. 


Into this unpretentious picture, James 
Donn stepped in early 1944. He saw be- 
yond the barren grandstand, the forlorn 
parking lots, the empty stables, and the 
rust and cobwebs of a track that had been 
permitted to lie dormant for nearly five 
long years. 

Donn had grown interested in racing 
through dabbling in the sport at both 
Hialeah and Tropical Parks. but before 
he could hope to operate meetings at 
Gulfstream Park there was considerable 
groundwork to be laid. 

First. the racing law had to be changed 
to permit three tracks to operate with 
adequate racing dates for all. There were 
long and dreary months in bankruptcy 
court as detail after detail was ironed out. 
There was day and night travel from one 
Florida county to another. with Donn 
telling his story and his dream to all 
who would listen. There was a_ bitter 
challenge in Tallahassee’s capitol halls 
before the assignment of dates was worked 
out. 

It didn’t come easy. but Donn had been 
a hard worker all his life. ever since his 
salad days in his home town of Lanark, 
Scotland. The son of a Scottish black- 
smith. Jimmy early came into contact with 
horses. although his diminutive frame in 
those days (as opposed to the six-foot, 
plus. of his father) found him standing 
at the horse’s head instead of engaging in 
the more gruelling work of plating. 


Later young Donn migrated to America 
where his natural bent toward flowers 
soon exerted itself. He joined a_ large 
florist shop in New York. 

“One day.” Jimmy reminisced, “John 
D. Rockefeller Sr. walked into the store 
and I personally waited on him. He came 
to pick out a dozen red roses and lingered 
on to engage us to handle his extravagant- 
ly expensive town greenhouse.” 

Later Donn was stricken with typhoid 
fever and. in company with his new bride, 
the former Nellie Whitefield, they set out 
for a warmer climate to recuperate. They 
wandered to Florida, and when Jimmy 
laid his eyes upon Miami for the first 
time he had a vision. 

“It was all I had wanted all my life.” 
he said, “the magnificent flowers, the wild 
orchids, the Ixora, the hibiscus in bloom. 
the oleanders, and bougainvillea.” 

He started his own florist shop. which 
he called Exotic Gardens, a company he 
continues to head and one which had 
grown into one of the most successful 
florist companies in the nation. 

In his work with Exotic Gardens, he 
was called upon to handle the landscaping 
for Tropical Park in 1930, but when the 
promoters could not pay the bill he was 
forced to accept mortgage bonds instead. 
It marked his debut in the sport. and one 
which—in 1944—crystallized in the open- 
ing of Gulfstream Park. 

Much has been accomplished at the 
seaside track since then. The rise of the 
course has been spectacular. As crowds 
and mutuel handles skyrocketed, so did 
purse money and the calibre of racing. 

A year ago Donn topped all his efforts 
by introducing a brand-new club house 
to the public. It is rated one of the finest 
structures on the American Turf. Three 
stories high. it is complete in every detail 
—flamboyant murals. bars. mutuel win- 
dows. spacious lounges. an escalator, res- 
taurants. and an outstanding Turf Club 
which has become a favorite gathering 
place for the sport’s leaders. 

This year. in line with his policy to 
restore South Florida to its rightful place 
as a winter racing capital. he announced 
the $100.000 Florida Derby and then in- 
creased the Gulfstream Handicap to $50,- 
000. with a general over-all increase that 
has attracted the finest nominating list 
to his stakes schedule in the history of 
the track. 

Donn also made a lasting peace with 
horsemen by guaranteeing them three per 
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cent of the mutuel handle to be allocated 
to purses, This should eliminate 
and bickering in the future. 

“As we go. so the horsemen go.” Donn 
explained it. “They share in our pros- 
perity—and in our hard times. What can 
be fairer?”

Eugene Constantin Jr.’s Royal Bay Gem, 
the Everglades winner. was second in the 
Flamingo, closing fastest of all in the 
field of 16 3-year-olds. His effort was im- 
pressive. too. He met with some trouble in 
the stretch, yet managed to come on and 
out-finish Versa S. Bragg’s Tribe by a 
neck. It might be said that Tribe’s race 
also was a good one. He cut out a blister- 
ing pace for a mile. and it was not sur- 
prising that he tired. The race was. all 
things considered, cleanly run, and it is 
likely Straight Face, Royal Bay Gem, and 
Tribe will meet again in the $100,000 
Florida Derby at Gulfstream Park. 


The Flamingo, won three times by 
Greentree, was the richest 3-year-old race 
ever run, and John Hay Whitney and his 
sister, Mrs. Charles Shipman Payson, 
owners of the stable. took down a check 
for $116,400. The race had a gross value 
of $153,600. with Constantin getting 
$20.000. Mrs. Bragg $10.000, and Ada L. 
Rice. owner of the filly Cerise Reine, 
which finished fourth. $5,000. 

Mrs. Payson. who came down from Hobe 
Sound for the race. was. of course. thrilled 
by the outcome. “I was so excited when I 
went to the winner's circle I didn’t know 
who finished second and third.” The Fla- 
mingo was telecast nationally. 


UTILITARIAN TROPHIES

receive trophies with utility as well as 
beauty. The trophies: solid gold julep 
cups. When an owner wins as many as 
six cups. he will be presented with a solid 
gold serving tray engraved with the names 
of the six winners.

Keeneland presi- 
dent, who went to Shelbyville to get a 
young jeweler and antique dealer to aid 
in the design.

sy 1951 Mr. Wall was impressed by 
the Roman Bout foals: invited others to 
breed to him. By 1952 he felt certain of 
Reman Bout’s merits. and this year he 
is highly enthusiastic. since the first start- 
er from Roman Bout’s second crop. Bout- 
fleur. has won two races and finished sec- 
ond in the Hialeah Juvenile Stakes in his 
first three starts, 

Roman Bout stands at Mr. Wall's Lis- 
more Farm, Lexington. Manager S. H. 
Black reports that the stallion’s crops will 
not be so small in the future. by last 
week 24 mares had been booked to him 
for the 1953 season.

When Elmer Heubeck Jr. bred the 


Solace mare Leonardtown to the German 
sire *Samurai he must have done so in the 
hope that she would produce a colt, since 
the offspring of the “war prize” stallion 
are eligible for racing purposes only. In- 
stead of a half-brother to the Florida 
Breeders’ Stakes winner Werwolf, by Ariel 
Game. Leonardtown produced a pretty and 
well conformed bay filly, which in due 
time was named Wolf Gal. 

The lively miss, however, made good in 
the shortest possible time for whatever 
disappointment she may have caused her 
breeder. Wolf Gal broke her maiden in 
her first start at Hialeah Park on January 
21, 1953. in a three-furlong dash. Guided 
by Gerald Porch, she was first out of her 
No. 2 stall in a 14-horse field and first 
at the wire, clocked in 3345 seconds. Her 
few backers were rewarded with the gen- 
erous odds of 23-1 and Wolf Gal could 
have been claimed for $10,000. 


Two weeks later Wolf Gal was beaten 
by Sweet Cleo over a heavy track, but she 
was gaining at the end and finished second 
two lengths in front of the next horse. Her 
next engagement was the Florida Breeders’ 
Stakes, in which she met 18 adversaries 
bred in the Sunshine State. 

This time Wolf Gal had the No. 18 
post position but before the bulky field 
was out of the chute she had the lead, and 
though swerving to the middle of the 
track won by the clear margin of i'%

lengths over her stablemate Oclirock. 
Wolf Gal was clocked in :33°5. which then 
was the fastest time for the distance in 
1953. For running altogether nine fur- 
longs in a total time of one minute and 
43 seconds the filly had earned the re- 
spectable sum of $18.225. which makes 
the “racing purposes” worth their while. 


The climax of Wolf Gal’s young racing 
career came on February 25. in the Hia- 
leah Juvenile Stakes. As in several pre- 
vious years. the event had to be split. Wolf 
Gal started in the first division, in which 
she was a short-priced favorite. Shortly 
before the race. however. Wolf Gal had 
changed ownership. and she raced for the 
Kay-Gee Stable. nom de course for S. 
Dewey Gottlieb. a retired Washington, 


D. C.. dentist. and trainer W. O. Hicks. 
Wolf Gal had been sold for $17,500 plus 


half of whatever winnings she might gar- 
ner in the Juvenile. The stipulation proved 
profitable for both parties since Wolf Gal 
again was first at the wire, defeating 18 
opponents in :3335 for the three furlongs. 
For Mrs. Elmer Heubeck Jr.. in whose 
colors Wolf Gal raced up to February 25. 
the precocious filly amassed over $43,000. 
while Mr. Gottlieb actually had to spend 
only $8,100. 


It would be rash to anticipate for Wolf 
Gal any such success as that of another 
winner of the Hialeah Juvenile Stakes, 


‘Samurai, the Outcast Sire of Wolf Gal 


Battlefield. Only time will tell whether she 
is going on to greater things. 

One thing. however. Wolf Gal achieved 
in her first four starts: she focused atten- 
tion of horsemen in this country on her 
side. the forgotten “prize of war,” 
*Samurai. 


*SAMURATI. bred by the Schlenderhan 
stud in Germany. was one of the outstand- 
ing race horses in that country in the 
years 1939 through 1943. He was the best 
colt foaled in 1937 and in absolute per- 
formance was surpassed only by the ex- 
ceptional filly Schwarzgold, also foaled in 
1937 and bred by the same stud. 


In his first year on the turf *Samurai 
started six times, winning two. stakes. 
finished second three times, and was un- 
placed once, earning 5.773 marks. 


As a 3-year-old *Samurai was saddled 
in eight races. all of them stakes. In the 
German Derby he had to bow only to his 
stablemate, the outstanding filly Schwarz- 
gold, but he found ample consolation later 
in the year by winning the German St. 
Leger (2.800 meters. about 15g miles). 
Previously he had won the Oertzen Ren- 
nen (2.800 meters). the Grosser Preis von 
Koeln (2,000 meters. about 114 miles), 
and the 73 Jahre Hoppegarten (about one 
mile). In the Grosser Preis der Reich- 
shauptstadt for 3-year-olds and upwards 
*Samurai finished second. Altogether his 
record for the year 1940, his 3-year-old 
season. reads as follows: 8 starts, 4 wins. 
seconds, fourth, 
68.465 marks. 


In 1941 as a 4-year-old *Samurai_ im- 
proved still further and his performances 
in eight starts in Berlin, Hamburg, Baden- 
Baden, and Vienna were most impressive. 
The distances he raced in that year ranged 
from 2.200 meters (about 134 miles) to 
2.800 meters. which latter distance proved 
to be his forte since he won no less than 
three times at it. He was in the winners’ 
circle five out of eight times. was twice 
second and once third for earnings of 
98.400 marks. 


His busiest 


for earnings of 


year was 1942. when he 
started nine times. won four times. was 
second three times. and twice third for 
earnings of 106,000 marks. Among § his 
triumphs as a 5-year-old was again the 
Gladiatoren Rennen (2.800 meters). which 
he had won as a 4-year-old. His three 
other successes were at 2.400 meters. 

In his last year on the race track *Sam- 
urai was again a classic winner. defeating, 
among others. the great Ticino in the 
Grosser Preis von Baden (2.400 meters). 
He placed in the Braunes Band von 
Deutschland and in the Gladiatoren Ren-

nen. In eight starts as a 6-year-old *Sam- 
urai earned the big sum of 81.700 marks. 

*Samurai from two to six years started 
38 times, won 16 races. was second 13 
times, third 5 times, once fourth, once 
fifth. and twice worse than fifth. His life- 
time earnings amount to 360.338 marks. 

The writer assumes that the reader is 
familiar with Joe A. Estes’ Average-Earn- 
ings Index and therefore would like to 
look at *Samurai’s racing career as Mr. 
Estes probably would appraise it. Accord- 
ing to the figures regarding total purse 
distribution and total number of starters 
in Germany in the years during which 
*Samurai raced. this excellent horse estab- 
lished a lifetime earnings index between 
20. and 25.. or. in other words, earned 
about 20 to 25 times as much as an aver- 
age starter in Germany won in_ purse 
money. To express the superiority of 
*Samurai in still another way it can be 
stated that he averaged more than 9000 
marks for his every start. or more than 
twice the yearling earnings expectancy of 
the average starter in Germany during the 
corresponding years. 

Inasmuch as the figures available to 
this writer regarding purse distribution 
and total number of starters include start- 
ers in hurdle and steeplechase races and 
purses for these races over the obstacles. 
a completely accurate —earnings-index 
figure for *Samurai could not be com- 
puted, but the estimate of an index figure 
of 20. to 25. is very much on the conserv- 
ative side. 

*Samurai was an excellent racing tool 
in every way. He never took a lame step. 
his racing courage became almost pro- 
verbial in the Germany of the early 
Forties, and his staying qualities as well 
as his stretch-running power were truly 
outstanding, 

In Germany racing experts were hardly 
astonished by the feats of *Samurai on 
the race track. On the contrary, it was 
rather expected from him that he would 
prove to be at least a very good race horse 
since he is a son of Oleander, universally 
regarded as the best German Thorough- 
bred of his time and subsequently the 
most successful sire in Germany. 


OLEANDER. among other outstanding 
victories, won the Grosser Preis von Ber- 
lin and the Grosser Preis von Oesterreich 
twice each, and won the Grosser Preis von 
Baden no less than three times. He did 
not start in the German Derby because he 
was suffering at that time from the conse- 
quences of an accident as a 2-year-old. 
Oleander died after an accident in his 
paddock in 1946, 

While Oleander had enormous cuccess 
with his stock racing in Germany. some 
of his sons gained fame as race horses 
and sires in other countries. His son Pink 
Flower sired Wilwyn. the English victor 
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Garden State Park 
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in last year’s Washington. D. C., Inter- 
national. In France, Espace Vital. another 
Oleander offspring. was a good stakes 
winner and is now an up-and-coming sire. 
In Italy. Orsenigo. standing now in Brazil. 
was a classic winner and leading sire in 


1952. Another son. Erno. is a.sire in 
Ireland. 
Besides *Samurai. whose maternal 


grandsire. Nuage. won the Grand Prix de 
Paris. another of Olenader’s best 
was brought to this country in 1945, This 
is *Nordlicht. winner of the German 
Derby in 1944. out of Nerside, the unde- 
feated German Derby winner of 1936. 
among whose victims was the great French 
mare Corrida. *Nordlicht is a relative of 
Niederleander. which was fourth in the 
Washington. D. C.. International. after a 
more creditable showing. since Nereide. 
like Niederlaender’s dam Najade. is a 
daughter of the Italian-bred mare Nella da 
Gubbio. This daughter of the Derby win- 
ner Grand Parade is half sister to Neroc- 
cia. winner of the Premio di Diana (Italy). 
and to Nanoccia and Nuvolona. whose son 
Navarro was the winner of the Prix du 
Conseil General (France). Premio Ambro- 
siana. Premio d'Italia. Premio Principe 
Amedeo, and Gran Premio di Milano, all 
important races. *Nordlicht’s and Nieder- 
laender’s third dam. Nera di Bicci. won 
the Premio Chiusura and Premio del Sem- 
pione: she is a half sister to Nogara. dam 
or Nearco. Niccolo Dell’Arca. ete.

THE STUD BOOK. *Nordlicht. *Sam- 
urai, and a number of other German 
horses were seized by the American Army. 
Col. Fred Hamilton. head of the Army 
Remount Service. was of the opinion that 
these horses had become “prizes of war” 
since they were owned at that time by the 
S. S. His action is a question of interna- 
tional law. entirely out of the realm of 
this article. but it is a matter of record 
that Stud Schlenderhan (founded — in 
1874). for instance. in 1941 was taken 
over by the S. S. without the consent of 
its rightful owner. Baron von Oppenheim. 
Thus the American Army Remount seized 
50 per cent of the breeding and racing 
stock of Gestut Schlenderhan without pay- 
ing a cent for these horses. while Baron 
Waldemar Oppenheim had to rebuy his 
own horses, which the S. S, had taken 
from him by force in the first place. from 
STEG (Staatliche Erfassungs-G es e11- 
schaft). an organization set up by the 
American Military Government in Ger- 
many after the war. Baron Oppenheim had 
to pay for his horses. because the S. S. 
had also paid him in 1941. although he 
had never intended to sell his stud and 
racing stable. 


When the German “war prizes” came 
to this country in 1946 The Jockey Club 
refused to register the horses in its stud 
book. on the grounds that the “word of 
an enemy” could not be accepted for their 
identification. This attitude is not entirely 


understandable, in Germany at least. and 
can be explained only by the prevailing 
mentality in this country in the immedi- 
ate post-war years. The German stud book 
goes back to the year 1840 and the former 
Union Klub and the later Oberste Bel- 
oerde fuer Vollblutzucht und Rennen in 
over a hundred years of existence have 
never deviated in the least from the in- 
ternationally accepted rules governing 
registration of Thoroughbreds. the 
years of the Nazi government in Germany 
were no exception. 


That The Jockey Club’s attitude is 
somewhat isolated may be seen from the 
fact that Thoroughbred authorities like 
the Societe d’Encouragement in’ France 
and Weatherby in England have recog- 
nized the integrity of the German stud 
book and have registered German horses 
foaled during the war years. 

It is not that there are interested parties 
in Germany who would like to get *Nord- 
licht or *Samurai back. They realized that 
these were lost to the German 
Thoroughbred sport and reconciled them- 
selves to the facts. which were only minor 
details in the total breakdown of a na- 
tion. All the same. German horsemen 
would be more than gratified if *Nord- 
licht. *Samurai. and the others would 
finally be recognized for what they are, 
excellent sire prospects. which. given the 
opportunities they deserve. would prove 
an asset to the American Thoroughbred.

Frank S. Hackett 


\ heart attack suffered a few days after 
he had returned from a vacation in Florida 
caused the death of Frank S. Hackett on 
March 3 at his apartment in Forest Hills, 
\. Y. Born in Hamilton, Ontario, Mr. 
Hackett had been associated with racing 
most of his life. He was 72 years old. 

Mr. Hackett entered racing as a jockey, 
and though his distinctions were rarely of 
the kind to make newspaper headlines, he 
remained to become one of the wise old 
men of the sport. He was agent for the 
stable of J. K. L. Ross in the days of Sir 
Barton and Billy Kelly. and later was 
agent for Sam Hildreth when that famous 
trainer was handling the powerful Ranco- 
cas Stable of Harry F. Sinclair. He also 
served as jockey agent for Laverne Fator 
and Earl Sande. 

For a short while, Mr. Hackett trained 
the stable of Mr. and Mrs. John D. Hertz. 
for whom he saddled Count Arthur to win 
the Saratoga Cup of 1935. He served later 
as an official, and in recent years he had 


been superintendent of stalls at Belmont 
Park.

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HBPA Threatens 


Tanforan Boycott 


The Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protec- 
tive Association and the Tanforan track at 
San Bruno, Calif., were still at odds over 
purse distribution with the first racing 
less than a week away. The HBPA noti- 
fied the management last week that mem- 
bers would boycott the track unless horse- 
men got 40 per cent of the track’s share of 
the pari-mutuel take, including breakage. 

Tanforan General Manager Fred H. 
Ryan said the HBPA’s action was “re- 
grettable” but that it would not jeopardize 
the spring meeting which opens March 10, 

Said Ryan: “Our racing secretary, 
Barry Whitehead, has received numerous 
telephone calls from individual owners 
and trainers asking for stall space. We 
are assured we will have plenty of horses 
for the meeting. It will run as scheduled.” 

This was a brave speech. If the meeting 
does run as scheduled in the face of a boy- 
cott by the HBPA, it will be the first major 
defeat for the organization since it gained 
enough power to attempt such measures. 

In Florida, meanwhile, the HBPA ap- 
parently was getting some better results. 
Sunshine Park announced it would raise 
its daily purses $500 for the last ten days 
of the meeting, thereby bringing its aver- 
age daily distribution to $8.900. 

W. E. Charles of Miami, secretary- 
treasurer of the Florida division of the 
HBPA, said his organization was pleased 
with the new plan, which the HBPA had 
helped formulate. 


Agreement in Detroit 


The Michigan Racing Association and 
the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protec- 
tive Association have agreed upon a racing 
program and purse distribution for the 
Detroit Race Track, according to Dr. 
Harry W. Lindy, vice president of the 
Michigan division of the HBPA. The De- 
troit meeting is scheduled to run for 57 
days between May 28 and August 1. 

The association agreed to distribute 
2.875 per cent of the mutuel handle, and 
will guarantee horsemen $1,200,000 in 
purses. The following purse breakdown 
was accepted: 

On all days except opening day, Wed- 
nesdays, Saturdays, holidays, and Friday, 
May 29, there will be three races at $2,000 
and one each for $2,100. $2.200, $2,300, 
$2.500. and $3,000. On Wednesdays and 
on May 29, the schedule will include three 
races at $2,000 and one each at $2,100, 
$2.200, $2.300, $2.500, and $3,500. On 
opening day, and on Saturdays, there will 
be three races at $2,000. one each for 
$2.200, $2,400, 2,500, $3,000, and $3.500. 
and a feature race. 

Eleven features will be offered: five 


stakes races, two with $7.500 added. two 
with $10.000 added. one with $15.000 add- 
ed, and one with $50.000 added. This lat- 
ter feature is the Michigan Mile. 

There will be a minimum claiming price 
of $2,000, and “entries will not be accepted 
on horses that have run for a claiming 
price of less than $2,000 in the calendar 
year of 1952, unless they have won for a 
claiming price of $2.000 or over in the 
calendar year of 1952.” 


MAIDEN JUMPING SERIES 


Two series of three races each have 
been among the most popular contests for 
young jumpers in recent years—the Spring 
Maiden Steeplechase and the National 
Hurdles. The National Steeplechase and 
Hunt Association last week released en- 
try blanks for the 1953 renewals, giving 
the schedule of running. 

The three divisions of the Spring Maid- 
en Steeplechase will be run at Belmont 
Park May 28, at Delaware Park June 30. 
and at Aqueduct July 10. 

The National Maiden Hurdles will be 
at Belmont Park May 25, at Monmouth 
Park July 17, and at Saratoga August 7. 

Winners of the Spring Maiden Steeple- 
chase include Oedipus and Trough Hill, 
both of which scored iater victories in the 
Grand National Steeplechase. The hurdles 
race was won in 1951 by Jam. which 
turned to brush racing in 1952 and shared 
with Oedipus the divided honors in the 
year-end balloting for leadership in the 
steeplechase division. 


DEATH OF FULL SAIL 


The 19-year-old stallion Full Sail, full 
brother to the English Derby winner Blue 
Peter and himself a successful sire in Ar- 
gentina, died recently at the Haras Ar- 
gentino in that country. Foaled in 1934, 
Full Sail was by Fairway out of the stakes 
winner Fancy Free, by *Stefan the Great. 
After a successful racing career in Eng- 
land (£7.037 in first money). he was ex- 
ported to Argentina in 1938. 

In Argentina the offspring of Full Sail 
earned more than 6,000,000 pesos. Among 
the best of them were Filon, Bullanguera, 
Empenosa, *Repeluz, Chacabuco, Quis- 
quillosa, *Rentintin. and Seductor. The 
recent Bougainvillea Handicap winner 
*Iceberg IL is by Full Sail’s son Espadin. 

Full Sail led the sire list in Argentina 
in 1946 and 1948 and was among the first 
five in seven other years. 


A show of Thoroughbred horses was 
held in connection with the National West- 
ern Stock Show in the new Coliseum 
Arena at Denver on January 22. Tro- 
phies donated by Centennial Race Track 
were presented to the winners. Some of 
the horses were offered for sale on the 
morning of January 23.

A Fiske Fight 
In California 


The California Horse Racing Board is 
secretary, Alfred B. 
Fiske. from his $10.000-a-year Civil Serv- 
ice job, The board last week unanimously 
agreed to ask the State attorney general's 
office to draw up a bill of particulars 
against Fiske. charging him with insubor- 
dination and willful disobedience. The 
charges will be placed before the State 
Personnel Board. 

Said Fiske. when he heard of the 
board’s action: “Perhaps they want a 
rubber stamp.” 

Fiske said he was not surprised at the 
board’s move to oust him from his job. 
but he denied being guilty of the charges. 
“I’m not guilty on any counts. I will con- 
tinue to carry out my orders without ran- 
cor. I am sorry the board was swayed or 
misguided by what it believes to be its 
duty.”

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Reports from California indicate that 
troubles between Fiske and the racing 
board had been brewing for a long time; 
that they apparently came to a head in 
December during a personal tiff between 
Fiske and one of the board members, John 
A. Sattler. Sattler’s term on the board 
expired in December, but he remains a 
commissioner until a replacement is 
named. Fiske accused Sattler of being a 
“troublemaker, disturber and malcontent 
ever since he has been on the board.” 

Sattler refused comment. both on the 
board’s actions and on Fiske’s statement. 

William V. O’Connor. chief deputy at- 
torney general, will draw up the charges 
against Fiske. In the meantime, Fiske 
will continue his duties—‘until the per- 
sonnel board decides whether we are right 
or he is right.” 


40 PER CENT, PLEASE 


The California division of the Horse- 
mens Benevolent and Protective Associa- 
tion has announced a get-tough policy to 
the California Horse Racing Board. At 
a meeting last week at Los Angeles, C. 
Ray Robinson, representing the HBPA. 
told the board that his organization want- 
ed a minimum purse program of 40 per 
cent of the track’s share and didn’t care 
how the track arranged it. 

Robinson appeared before the three 
board members—Chairman Dwight Mur- 
phy, Fred Pabst, and John Sattler—with 
authorization from the HBPA to obtain 
the minimum program and to “open ne- 
gotiations along this line with track man- 
agements in any mood to break a very 
long delay.” 

Robinson said that 93 per cent of the 
owners stood behind the HBPA request 
and that trainers, jockeys, blacksmiths and 
other groups were in a supporting posi- 
tion. He said that the HBPA suggestion 
for its minimum-purse program was. ar- 
rived at after a study of purse programs 
at tracks throughout the U. S., and he 
offered the results of the study to any 
track managers interested in it. 

The HBPA man was asked if he favored 
repeal of the board’s “4-3-2 plan,” and he 
did. “We don’t want that rule. You can 
discard it or amend it. The procedure is 
up to you. All we want is the 40 per cent 
minimum. And while we are certainly not 
making any threats and are not approach- 
ing the problem in any combative manner, 
we are determined to exhaut every means 
in our power to see that we get this mini- 
mum.’ he said.

Because of its position on the racing 
calendar as the first of the Illinois major 
tracks to operate each spring. Lincoln 
Fields annually leads eff with the sched- 
ule of stakes races in the Paririe State. 
As the first of the endowed events for 
2-year-olds. the Joliet for colts and geld- 
ings and Miss America for fillies often 
embellish the beginnings of distinguished 
careers on the Turf. 

Alsab, Littletown (which beat the Fu- 
turity§ speacialist Occupation in the 
Joliet), Olympia and Ky. Colonel (which 
dead-heated). Hygro. Siskin. Anita Pea- 
body. Capture. Blue Delight. Princess 
Lygia. Biddy Jane, and Sweet Patootie 
(rivals last year) are a few which come 
to mind. The Joliet was open to both 
sexes until 1946, when the Miss America 
was established to accomodate the fillies. 
leaving the older event exclusively to the 
colts. 

Also in 1946 the Lincoln Fields Racing 
Association converted its Peabody Me- 
morial Handicap into a stakes for 3-year- 
olds. This advanced to a_ considerably 
earlier date the stakes opportunities for 
3-year-olds on the Illinois circuit. It af- 
forded a major race of that character 
during a period which had been without 
one in Chicago since the days when the 
American Derby-was run in June. 

Coming on a date (Memorial Day. May 
30) following the Kentucky Derby and 
Preakness and prior to the Belmont. it 
opened a wider range for 3-year-olds. 
whether they were engaged in the so-called 
Triple Crown events or not. 

This arrangement worked saisfac- 
torily for seven years that the manage- 
ment has increased the endowment of the 
Peabody from $25.000 to $50.000 for the 
1953 renewal. This increase was the high- 
light of General Manager Peter J. O’Don- 
nell’s announcement of the complete 
stakes schedule for the 30-day meeting 
which opens at Hawthorne on May 18. 

Values of the Joliet and Miss America 
Stakes and the Edward J. Fleming Handi- 
cap have been increased by $5.000 each 
to $15,000. while the Lincoln Handicap. 
on closing day. June 30. has been upped 
from $10.000 to $20.000 in added money. 

The Memorial Day tradition of the 
Peabody was unimpaired by the change 
from an open handicap to a stakes for 
3-year-olds exclusively. It remains a trib- 
ute to the memory of the late Stuyvesant 
(Jack) Peabody, former president of Lin- 
coln Fields, and his father, Francis S. 


Peabody. father and grandfather respec- 
tively of the outboing chairman of the 
Illinois Racing Board. This will be the 
25th running of the Peabody under its 
several conditions. 

Since its conversion to a stakes for 3- 
year-olds the Peabody has numbered 
among its winners Mighty Story. King 
Bay. Billings. Lextown, Lot O Luck (vice 
Sun David. disqualified). Pur Sang and 
Gushing Oil. When it was a_ handicap 
Gallant Knight and Mucho Gusto each 
won it twice. One of its most thrilling re- 
newals was that of 1935 when. at one mile. 
it served as one of the series of memor- 
able contests between Myrtlewood and 
Clang. The mare beat the gelding in that 
one, 

In line with the recent trend to shorten 
distances of traditionally important races 
in the Chicago area. a circumstance re- 
eretted in) some quarters. the Lincoln 
Handicap. although doubled in value. has 
been reduced to one one-sixteenth 
miles from a mile and a quarter. There is 
precedent for this, as it was run at the 
shorter distance between 1933 and 1939, 

In its earlier years, notably 1926-1931, 
the Lincoln Handicap at ten furlongs was 
one of the outstanding races in the Middle 
West. was richly endowed for that era, 
and attracted some of the country’s top 
horses. 

Supremus won the inaugural running in 
1926. That spring (and the year previous) 
he made a short stud season. the grand 
race mare and producer Alcibiades being 
the result of his 1926 mating with *Regal 
Roman. Arden Farm’s Chance Play beat 
Stuyvesant Peabody’s Flat Iron and Aud- 
ley Farm’s splendid mare Princess Do- 
reen in 1927, 

Two of the best 3-year-olds of a vintage 
crop. E. B. MeLean’s Toro and W. S. 
Kilmer’s Sun Beau. finished one-two in 
1928. Flat Iron. 5. was third. In 1929 Emil 
Denemark’s Blackwood beat Dan Stewart's 
Martinque (she was owned by J. N. Cam- 
den. raced in Trainer Stewart's colors). 

In what her trainer, the late John M. 
Goode. described as one of the greatest 
races he ever saw. Lady Broadcast won 
the Lincoln Handicap in 1930. beating the 
“oiant killer” Plucky Play. Pigeon Hole. 
and others. Sun Beau came back as a 6- 
year-old in 1931 (the year he retired as 
leading money-winner of the world after 
winning the Hawthorne Gold Cup for the 
third consecutive time) and beat Norman 
Church’s Plucky Play in the Lincoln 
Handicap. 

Three “iron horses”’—Mucho Gusto. 
Equifox, and Take Wing—each won the 
Lincoln Handicap twice. Seaward won it 
last year. 

General Manager O’Donnell said an 
expanded overnight purse distribution 
program would be announced soon.

schedule, Arlington-Washington Parks last 
week revealed more of the details of their 
$2,750,000 distribution program for 1952. 
It includes “a minimum” of eleven over- 
night races valued at $10,000 each, six of 
which are to be run on the grass course. 

One of these is the Great Western 
Handicap at two miles. Another of the 
$10,000 overnights is the Overland Handi- 
cap, two and a quarter miles.. The two 
last named are for starters at $4,000 or 
less at the meetings, and are part of a 
distance race program which includes 
two races at $6,000, and seven races at 
$5,000 each for horses of that class. Two 
of the $10,000 turf course events, both 
nine furlongs, are for starters at $7,500 
or less at the meetings. 

“All the purses will be graded upward 
in sprint and distance races in accordance 
with the class of the horse.” said the an- 
nouncement by Executive Director B. F. 
Lindheimer and Racing Secretary Frank 
E. Kilroe. The latter also distributed his 
first condition book for the Arlington 
meeting which opens on June 22 imme- 
diately after Lincoln Fields.

Association of the top ten money-winning 
owners for each of the past ten years 
shows that Mrs. Markey’s Calumet 
has topped the list seven times. has been 
second twice and third once. Calumet’s 
winnings of $1.402.436 in 1947 were the 
all-time record high for one year. Over the 
ten-year span. Calumet won $8.133.799. 

Thirty-seven owners held places in the 
review of the biggest winners from 1943 
to 1952. Greentree Stable. owned by John 
Hay Whitney and Mrs. Charles S. Pay- 
son. was the biggest money winner in 
1951. with $647.242. and finished second 
to Calumet in three other years. Nine 
times in ten years Greentree was in the 
top ten, 

Robert J. Kleberg’s King Ranch finished 
second to Calumet three times. and seven 
times was among the ten leaders. 

Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane’s Brookmeade 
Stable topped the list in 1950 with earn- 
ings of $651.399 and appeared among the 
top ten in five other years. C. V. Whitney 
and the late William G. Helis each made 
the list six times but neither appeared at 
the top.
